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Biden gets low ratings on economy in AP-NORC Poll

WASHINGTON (AP) — As President Joe Biden embarks 
on his reelection campaign, just 33% of American adults 
say they approve of his handling of the economy and 
only 24% say national economic conditions are in good 
shape, according to a new poll from The Associated 
Press-NORC Center for Public Affairs Research. 
Public approval of Biden’s handling of the economy 
remains low in a time of high inflation, a difficult housing 
market and concerns about a potential U.S. government 
debt default. American opinion is also gloomy about 
Biden’s efforts on gun policy and immigration, with only 
31% saying they approve of the president’s performance 
on those hot button issues. Overall, 40% say they 
approve of the way Biden is doing his job, similar to 
where his approval rating has stood for much of the past 
year and a half. 
Zoie Mosqueda, 24, who does not identify with any 
political party, said her family is ready to buy their first 
home but with the average mortgage interest rate 
hovering around 6.9%, that goal, at least for now, is out 
of reach.

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The woman from West Tex- 
as said she also has been 
frustrated with Biden’s han- 
dling of gun policy and said 
he’s fallen short on his cam- 
paign promise to imple- 
ment a fairer immigration 
policy. 
A recent spate of mass 
shootings around the coun- 
try, including this month’s 
shooting at an Allen, Texas 
mall that left eight victims 
dead and seven others 
wounded, has left her wish- 
ing that Biden and lawmak- 
ers in Washington would 
do more to address the 
scourge of gun violence. 
Even among Democrats, 
the poll finds only about 
half approve of his han- 
dling of immigration and 
gun policy. 
“Everything feels a bit crazy 
right now in this economy,” 
Mosqueda, a mother of 
two who works at a bou- 
tique and is looking to open 
her own business, said in ex- 
plaining her disapproval of 
Biden’s performance. “My 
older daughter is in school 
now, and I just worry that 
this lack of gun policy stuff 
could affect her.” 
Biden returned late Sunday 
from a visit to Hiroshima, 
Japan, for the annual G7 
summit where the global 
economic impact of Rus- 
sia’s invasion in Ukraine was 
front-and-center. 
The summit was shadowed 
by the Biden administra- 
tion’s 
negotiations 
with 
Republican lawmakers to 
raise the U.S. borrowing au- 
thority to prevent a default 
in early June that could 
have severe impact on the 
global economy. Before 
departing for Japan, Biden 
canceled scheduled stops 
in Papua New Guinea and 
Australia so he could return 
to the U.S. to focus on the 
debt limit talks. 
“It would be a total ca- 
tastrophe for the coun- 
try if they don’t agree to 
do something,” said Bob 
Vought, 
a 
retired 
auto 
parts warehouse manager 
in St. Petersburg, Florida. 
He said he strongly disap- 
proves of Biden’s handling 
of the economy. 
Vought, who lives on his So- 


cial Security benefit, said in- 
flation is taking a toll on his 
personal finances. 
The Biden administration 
oversaw two of the big- 
ger Social Security cost- 
of-living adjustment in re- 
cent decades, with a 5.9% 
increase that took effect 
in 2022 and 8.7% in 2023. 
But Vought said that’s not 
enough to keep up with a 
rental increase at the trailer 
park where he lives with his 
father and the rising costs 
of food and other basic ne- 
cessities. 
Vought, an independent 
who typically votes Repub- 
lican but voted for Biden in 
2020, said he’s also been 
frustrated by the “out of 
control” rise in illegal cross- 
ings by migrants at the U.S. 
southern border. 
In the 2022 budget year, 
which ended in Septem- 
ber, agents apprehended 
immigrants a record 2.38 
million times at the southern 
border. 
Coronavirus restrictions im- 
plemented under President 
Donald Trump, which were 
known as Title 42, allowed 
border officials to turn away 
migrants to help stop the 
spread of COVID-19. The 


restrictions recently ended. 
While Title 42 was used to 
deny asylum more than 2.8 
million times, it carried no 
legal consequences, which 
encouraged 
repeat 
at- 
tempts by migrants to enter 
the United States. Border 
Patrol agents returned to 
pre-pandemic immigration 
laws on May 11 that impose 
stiffer penalties on migrants 
who enter the U.S. without 
permission than the emer- 
gency health order did. 
Despite his frustrations with 
Biden, Vought said he’d 
probably vote for the Dem- 
ocrat again if Trump wins 
the Republican nomina- 
tion. 
“I agree with about half of 
Trump’s policies but I think 
the guy is a liar and is so 
arrogant,” Vought said. “If 
those were the only two 
candidates ... I’d have to 
still vote Biden.” 
John Billman, 79, of Cha- 
pel Hill, North Carolina, said 
Biden doesn’t get enough 
credit for passage of the 
$1 trillion infrastructure bill 
and $280 billion CHIPS Act 
aimed at boosting the U.S. 
semiconductor history, or 
the historically low unem- 
ployment rate. The unem- 


ployment rate stands at 
3.4%, 
Billman, who approves of 
Biden’s performance, said 
he feels the political con- 
versation 
has 
become 
even more toxic since the 
Jan. 6, 2021, insurrection at 
the U.S. Capitol. 
“Since January 6, there are 
so many that seem incred- 
ibly angry at the govern- 
ment, that think the gov- 
ernment and Biden are 
only doing bad things,” 
Billman said. “I mean an in- 
frastructure bill? It’s a bad 
thing? I have relatives who 
I respect and love and are 
intelligent people who say, 
‘I hate Biden.’ I can un- 
derstand disagreeing with 
him but how can you hate 
Biden? It’s scary.” 
Biden 
underperforms 
on 
the economy even among 
Democrats: 61% approve 
of him on the issue, com- 
pared with 75% for his job 
overall. 
Democrats 
feel 
even more dour about the 
current condition of the 
nation’s economy, though 
they continue to be more 
likely than Republicans to 
say the country is headed 
in the right direction (36% 
vs. 7%) or to rate the econ- 


omy as good (41% vs. 7%). 
Some Democratic respon- 
dents who approve of the 
president’s 
performance 
said they felt flummoxed 
by life in post-pandemic 
America and what often 
seems like a total aban- 
donment of bipartisanship 
in Washington. 
Karen 
D’Andrea, 
64, 
a 
Democrat from Port Lucie, 
Florida, was among the mil- 
lions of Americans who lost 
their jobs at the beginning 
of the pandemic. She was 
able to land a new job at 
a tech startup, but was re- 
cently laid off as that sec- 
tor is going through some 
of the most significant cost 
cutting since the Great Re- 
cession. 
“I think people with the 
same mindset as me feel 
our best days are behind 
us,” said D’Andrea, who 
approves of Biden’s per- 
formance but believes the 
country is moving in the 
wrong direction. “Republi- 
cans like to say they want 
to make America great 
again. I think things can be 
wonderful now, but we got 
to work together.”q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Air Force said Monday it is 
looking at ways to better 
control access to classified 
information, in the wake 
of revelations that superi- 
ors of the Massachusetts 
Air National Guard mem- 
ber charged with leaking 
highly classified documents 
had raised concerns inter- 
nally about his handling of 
sensitive data. 
Secretary 
Frank 
Kendall 
told reporters that the Air 
Force needs to better en- 
force the rules that govern 
access to classified infor- 
mation based on whether 
someone with the correct 
security clearance also has 
a need to know the infor- 
mation. 
“It’s a long standing tenet 
that you don’t get to look 
at something classified un- 
less there’s a legitimate 
reason for you to look at it,” 
Kendall said. “Just because 
you happen to have a 
certain level of clearance 
doesn’t mean you get ac- 
cess to all the material at 
that level. So we’re taking 
a hard look at some prac- 
tices around that.” He said 
he doesn’t think the service 


enforced that rule strongly 
enough. 
Justice Department law- 
yers last week said supe- 
riors voiced concerns on 
multiple occasions about 
Air Guard member Jack 
Teixeira’s handling of highly 
classified information. They 
laid out the issue in court 
papers urging a magistrate 
judge to keep Teixeira be- 
hind bars while he awaits 


trial in the case stemming 
from the most consequen- 
tial 
intelligence 
leak 
in 
years. 
Teixeira is accused of shar- 
ing highly classified docu- 
ments about top national 
security issues in a chat- 
room on Discord, a social 
media platform that start- 
ed as a hangout for gam- 
ers. He has not yet entered 
a plea. 


As a result of the case, Ken- 
dall gave Air Force leaders 
30 days to take a close look 
at their practices and de- 
termine if the department is 
prioritizing the need to get 
information about opera- 
tions to those who need it 
and being careful enough 
about 
spreading 
intel- 
ligence too broadly. The 
inspector general is also in- 
vestigating the matter. 


He said there are ways to 
tweak digital systems so 
when classified information 
is put online not everyone 
with proper clearance on 
that system automatically 
gets access to it. 
Prosecutors told the judge 
in their filing that Teixeira 
continued leaking docu- 
ments even after he was 
admonished by superiors 
on two separate occasions 
last year over “concerning 
actions” he took related to 
classified information. 
A September memo from 
the Air National Guard 
102nd 
Intelligence 
Wing 
that prosecutors filed in 
court says Teixeira had 
been 
observed 
taking 
notes on classified intelli- 
gence information and put- 
ting the notes in his pocket. 
Teixeira was instructed at 
the time to no longer take 
notes in any form on clas- 
sified intelligence informa- 
tion, the memo says. 
Another memo from late 
October says a superior 
had been made aware 
that Teixeira was “poten- 
tially ignoring the cease- 
and-desist order on deep 
diving into intelligence in- 
formation” given to him the 
month before. q

Air Force looks to better control access to classified data after 
intelligence leak

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A fed- 
eral appeals court has re- 
versed an unprecedented 
ruling in Nevada that struck 
down a longstanding U.S. 
deportation law as racist 
and unconstitutional. 
The 9th Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals said Monday in its 
long-awaited decision that 
Section 1326 of the Immi- 
gration and Nationality Act 
which makes it a crime to 
return to the U.S. after de- 
portation, removal or de- 
nied entry “is facially neu- 
tral as to race.” 
The ruling is a blow for ad- 
vocates who had hoped to 
see major changes to the 


nation’s immigration sys- 
tem after U.S. District Judge 
Miranda Du had thrown out 
an illegal reentry charge 
more than two years ago 
against a Mexican immi- 
grant. Du said she dismissed 
the case on the grounds 
that Section 1326 of the Im- 
migration and Nationality 
Act had violated Gustavo 
Carrillo-Lopez’s 
constitu- 
tional rights and is discrimi- 
natory against Latinos. “We 
are deeply disappointed in 
the Ninth Circuit’s decision 
to uphold Section 1326, 
a discriminatory law that 
continues to fuel the mass 
incarceration of Black and 
brown people, waste gov- 
ernment 
resources, 
and 


tear families apart,” said 
Sirine Shebaya, executive 
director of the National Im- 
migration Project. 
An attorney for Gustavo- 
Carrillo said she, too, was 
disappointed by the court’s 
ruling but declined to say 
whether she plans on ap- 
pealing to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
“We intend to seek further 
review on this very impor- 
tant constitutional issue,” 
Amy Cleary said in a state- 
ment to The Associated 
Press. 
Du’s ruling in August 2021 
was the first of its kind since 
Congress made it a crime 
almost a century ago to re- 
turn to the U.S. after depor- 


tation under the Undesir- 
able Aliens Act of 1929. The 
Justice Department quickly 
appealed and continued 
to pursue Section 1326 cas- 
es across the country, be- 
cause Du’s order did not in- 
clude an injunction on the 
statute. 


The U.S. government previ- 
ously conceded that the 
1929 law was based on 
racism but argued in De- 
cember before a three- 
judge panel of the 9th 
Circuit that later revisions 
like Section 1326 made it 
constitutional.q

9th Circuit reverses judge’s ruling as

ROYAL OAK, Mich. (AP) — 
Michigan Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer gave final ap- 
proval Monday afternoon 
to a red flag law that aims 
to keep firearms away from 
those at risk of harming 
themselves or others as the 
state grapples with ways 
to slow gun violence in the 
wake of its second mass 
school shooting. 
Michigan joined Minnesota 
as the second state in un- 
der a week to implement 
a red flag law after Demo- 
crats in both states won 
control of both chambers 
and the governor’s office 
in November. New Mexico 
previously was the last state 
to pass a red flag law in 
2020. 
Whitmer signed the legisla- 
tion just outside of Detroit, 
flanked by state lawmakers 
and individuals affected 
by gun violence. Former 
Arizona 
Congresswoman 
Gabby Giffords, who be- 
gan campaigning for gun 
safety after she was shot in 
the head in 2011, was also 
in attendance. 
“We have heard too many 
times from those who knew 
a mass shooter who had 
expressed concern in ad- 


vance about that mass 
shooter’s intentions,” Whit- 
mer said Monday. “With ex- 
treme risk protection orders, 
we have a mechanism to 
step in and save lives.” 
The new law, also known 
as extreme risk protection 
orders, is expected to go 
into effect next spring. It 
will allow family members, 
police, mental health pro- 
fessionals, roommates and 
former dating partners to 
petition a judge to remove 


firearms from those they 
believe pose an imminent 
threat to themselves or oth- 
ers. 
The judge would have 24 
hours to decide on a pro- 
tection order after a re- 
quest is filed. If granted, the 
judge would then have 14 
days to set a hearing dur- 
ing which the flagged per- 
son would have to prove 
they do not pose a signifi- 
cant risk. A standard order 
would last one year. 


Michigan became the 21st 
state to implement a red 
flag law. Questions remain 
of whether the state will 
have better success in en- 
forcing it than others have. 
An Associated Press analy- 
sis in September found that 
in the 19 states with red 
flag laws, firearms were re- 
moved from people 15,049 
times since 2020, fewer 
than 10 per 100,000 adult 
residents. Some local sher- 
iffs in Michigan have told 


The Associated Press that 
they won’t enforce the law 
if they don’t believe it’s 
constitutional. Over half of 
the state’s counties have 
passed resolutions declar- 
ing 
themselves 
Second 
Amendment 
sanctuaries, 
opposing laws they believe 
infringe on gun rights. 
“For those who are in law 
enforcement who refuse 
to enforce these important 
orders, let me say this loud- 
ly and clearly: I will make 
certain that I find some- 
one with jurisdiction who 
will enforce these orders,” 
Michigan Attorney General 
Dana Nessel said at the bill 
signing. 
The U.S. is on a record pace 
for mass shootings so far 
this year. Nearly half the 
states have passed legis- 
lation addressing guns or 
school safety this year, but 
the division among states 
continues to widen. Dem- 
ocratic-led states have en- 
acted new laws to restrict 
semi-automatic 
weapons 
and expand background 
checks and waiting periods 
to buy guns. Republican- 
led states have backed the 
right to carry concealed 
guns without permits or for 
trained staff to bring guns 
to school.q

Michigan governor signs red flag gun law

NEW YORK (AP) — With 
an indictment and a not- 
guilty plea, the fraud case 
against the founder of a 
student 
loan 
assistance 
startup company that J.P. 
Morgan Chase acquired 
for $175 million two years 
ago took a step toward 
trial on Monday in a New 
York court. 
Charlie Javice, 31, entered 
the plea through her lawyer 
to an indictment returned 
late last week in Manhattan 
federal court charging her 
with conspiracy, wire fraud 
and bank fraud. 
The Miami Beach, Florida, 
resident who founded Frank 
appeared at a remote 
proceeding 
in 
which 


her face and the faces 
of defense lawyers and 
prosecutors were projected 


onto a video screen before 
U.S. 
Magistrate 
Judge 
Gabriel 
Gorenstein. 
He 


said her next appearance 
was scheduled for June 6 
before a judge who would 
preside over a trial. 
Javice, who is free on $2 
million bail, is charged with 
tricking JPMC into buying 
her company by producing 
data to make it seem like 
Frank had over 4.25 million 
customers when it had 
fewer than 300,000 clients. 
At the time of her early April 
arrest, authorities said she 
would have earned $45 
million from her fraud. 
In early May, the deadline to 
bring an indictment against 
Javice was postponed as 
prosecutors filed a letter to 
say that the government 
wanted another 30 days 
to 
“engage 
in 
further 
discussions 
with 
counsel 


about 
the 
disposition 
of this case.” Although 
negotiations of this sort 
sometimes result in deals, 
the indictment was a signal 
that the case was now on 
the road to trial for a woman 
who had appeared on the 
Forbes 2019 “30 Under 30” 
list of young professionals 
whose impactful careers 
seemed 
to 
be 
on 
an 
upward trajectory worthy 
of admiration. 
Her 
lawyer, 
Alex 
Spiro, 
may have reflected the 
acrimonious 
atmosphere 
reflected by the breakdown 
of talks and the arrival of 
the indictment late last 
week when he complained 
that prosecutors have not 
turned over any evidence 
in the case.q

Founder of student aid startup Frank pleads not guilty to fraud

New Guinea (AP) — The 
United States signed a new 
security pact with Papua 
New Guinea on Monday as 
it competes with China for 
influence in the Pacific. 
Papua New Guinea’s loca- 
tion just north of Australia 
makes it strategically signifi- 
cant. It was the site of fierce 
battles during World War II, 
and with a population of 
nearly 10 million people, it’s 
the most populous Pacific 
Island nation. 
The State Department said 
the new agreement pro- 
vides a framework to help 
improve security coopera- 
tion, enhance the capac- 
ity of Papua New Guinea’s 
defense force and increase 
regional stability. The full 
agreement will be made 
public once politicians in 
both countries have an op- 
portunity for input, likely in a 
couple of months. 
“The work that we’re doing 
together to try to shape the 
future could not be more 
important, could not be 
more timely,” U.S. Secretary 
of State Antony Blinken told 
reporters. “We’re deeply 
invested in the Indo-Pacific 
because our planet’s future 
is being written here. Pap- 


ua New Guinea is playing a 
critical role in shaping that 
future.” Papua New Guin- 
ea Prime Minister James 
Marape said the pact is 
mutually 
beneficial 
and 
“secures our national inter- 
ests” in “becoming a robust 
economy in this part of the 
world.” But the agreement 
sparked student protests 
in the second-largest city, 
Lae. And many in the Pa- 
cific are concerned about 


the increasing militarization 
of the region. 
Student Naomi Kipoi, 17, 
said she was opposed to 
the security pact because 
she felt it means the U.S. 
could come to her country 
whenever it pleased with- 
out permission. She said 
China had been a big help 
to her country by building 
roads and funding schools. 
“The U.S. didn’t help us with 
aid and other things,” Kipoi 


said. “They’re just trying to 
sign the agreement.” 
Last year, nearby Solomon 
Islands signed its own se- 
curity pact with China, a 
move that raised alarm 
throughout 
the 
Pacific. 
The U.S. has increased its 
focus on the Pacific, open- 
ing embassies in Solomon 
Islands and Tonga, reviv- 
ing Peace Corps volunteer 
efforts, and encouraging 
more business investment. 


But some have questioned 
how reliable a partner the 
U.S. is in the Pacific, par- 
ticularly after President Joe 
Biden canceled his plans 
to make an historic stop in 
Papua New Guinea to sign 
the pact. Biden would have 
been the first sitting U.S. 
president to visit any Pacific 
Island country, but he end- 
ed up canceling to focus 
on the debt limit talks back 
at home. Blinken traveled 
in Biden’s place, arriving in 
Papua New Guinea early 
Monday. In response to 
news of Blinken’s impend- 
ing visit, China warned 
against the introduction of 
“geopolitical games” into 
the region. 
As well as the defense pact, 
the U.S. also signed a mari- 
time agreement with Pap- 
ua New Guinea which will 
allow the U.S. Coast Guard 
to partner with the Pacific 
nation to counter illegal 
fishing and drug smuggling. 
The U.S. visit coincided with 
a trip by Indian Prime Min- 
ister Narendra Modi, who 
was hosting a meeting with 
Pacific Island leaders to 
discuss ways to better co- 
operate. Blinken met with 
New Zealand Prime Minister 
Chris Hipkins and said the 
two nations had a shared 
vision for the region.q 


LISBON (AP) — Portuguese 
police have said they will 
resume searching for Mad- 


eleine McCann, the British 
toddler who disappeared 
in the country’s Algarve re- 


gion in 2007, in the next few 
days. 
Portugal’s Judicial Police 
released a statement con- 
firming local media reports 
that they would conduct 
the search at the request 
of the German authorities 
and in the presence of Brit- 
ish officials. 
Earlier on Monday, police 
were seen erecting tents 
and cordons in an area by 
the Arade dam, about 50 
kilometers (31 miles) from 
Praia da Luz, where the 
3-year-old was last seen 
alive. 
British, Portuguese and Ger- 
man police are still piecing 
together what happened 
when the toddler disap- 
peared from her bed in 
the southern Portuguese 


resort on May 3, 2007. She 
was in the same room as 
her 2-year-old twin brother 
and sister while her parents 
had dinner with friends at a 
nearby restaurant. 
In 
mid-2020, 
Germany’s 
police identified Christian 
Brueckner, a 45-year-old 
German citizen who was 
in the Algarve in 2007, as a 
suspect in the case. Brueck- 
ner has denied any involve- 
ment. 
The suspect is under investi- 
gation on suspicion of mur- 
der in the McCann case 
but hasn’t been charged. 
He spent many years in 
Portugal, including in Praia 
da Luz around the time of 
Madeleine’s 
disappear- 
ance. 
Prosecutors in the north- 


ern German city of Braun- 
schweig in October have 
charged Brueckner in sev- 
eral separate cases involv- 
ing sexual offenses alleg- 
edly committed in Portugal 
between 2000 and 2017. 
Braunschweig 
prosecu- 
tor Christian Wolter said 
Monday his office would 
release a statement about 
the case on Tuesday morn- 
ing. 
Madeleine’s 
disappear- 
ance stirred worldwide in- 
terest, with public claims of 
having spotted her stretch- 
ing as far away as Australia, 
along with a slew of books 
and television documenta- 
ries about the case. 
Rewards for finding Mad- 
eleine reached several mil- 
lion dollars.q

New search for Madeleine McCann, Portuguese police confirm

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — 
Three Palestinian militants 
were killed in an Israeli army 
raid in a West Bank refugee 
camp early Monday, Pal- 
estinian officials said, while 
the Biden administration 
sharply condemned Israel’s 
latest act of settlement ex- 
pansion. 
The Palestinian Health Min- 
istry said the three men 
were killed during a raid in 
Balata, a refugee camp 
near the city of Nablus. Six 
people 
were 
wounded, 
including one who was in 
critical condition, the minis- 
try said. The Al Aqsa Martyrs 
Brigades, a militant group 
with connections to Pales- 
tinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas’ Fatah party, iden- 
tified the men killed as its 
members. 
The army confirmed the 
raid, saying troops came 
under fire and killed three 
Palestinians. Three others 
were arrested there, the 
army said. 
Israel has stepped up raids 
over the past year in re- 
sponse to a spate of Pal- 
estinian attacks and said 
Monday’s operations net- 
ted weapons and an ex- 
plosives manufacturing op- 


eration in a home, which it 
detonated. 
Meanwhile, the Biden ad- 
ministration issued a sharp- 
ly worded statement on 
Sunday criticizing Israel for 
moving to reestablish a 
settlement at the former- 
ly evacuated outpost of 
Homesh in northern West 
Bank. 
In March, the Israeli govern- 
ment repealed a 2005 act 


that dismantled four West 
Bank settlements. Over the 
weekend, the top Israeli 
army general in the West 
Bank signed an order at- 
taching Homesh to a local 
settler regional council a 
move paving the way for 
reconstruction of the out- 
post. 
State Department spokes- 
man Matthew Miller said 
the U.S. was “deeply trou- 


bled” by the announce- 
ment, and noted that Israel 
itself had determined the 
settlement was built illegally 
on private Palestinian land. 
Miller also expressed Wash- 
ington’s concerns about 
ultranationalist 
National 
Security Minister Itmar Ben- 
Gvir’s visit Sunday to the 
Temple Mount, the holiest 
site in Judaism. The contest- 
ed site is also home to the 


Al-Aqsa Mosque, the third- 
holiest site in Islam. 
“This holy space should not 
be used for political pur- 
poses, and we call on all 
parties to respect its sanc- 
tity,” Miller said in the state- 
ment. 
Under 
longstanding 
ar- 
rangements, Jews are per- 
mitted to visit the site, but 
not to pray there. But in re- 
cent years, a growing num- 
ber of Jewish visitors have 
begun to quietly pray, rais- 
ing fears among Palestin- 
ians that Israel is plotting to 
divide or take over the site. 
Ben-Gvir has long called for 
increased Jewish access. 
Ben-Gvir visited the hilltop 
compound earlier on Sun- 
day, declaring that “we 
are in charge,” while the 
Israeli Cabinet held a rare 
meeting in Jerusalem’s Old 
City to celebrate its control 
of the area. Ben-Gvir’s visit 
drew condemnations from 
the Palestinians and Israel’s 
neighbor, Jordan. 
A former West Bank settler 
leader and far-right activist 
who years ago was con- 
victed of incitement and 
supporting a Jewish terror 
group, Ben-Gvir now serves 
as Israel’s national secu- 
rity minister, overseeing the 
country’s police force.q

(AP) — A nighttime fire 
raced through a dormitory 
in Guyana early Monday, 
killing at least 19 students 
and injuring several others 
at a boarding school cater- 
ing to remote, mostly Indig- 
enous villages, authorities 
said. 
“This is a horrific incident. 
It’s tragic. It’s painful,” Presi- 
dent Irfaan Ali said, adding 
that his government was 
mobilizing all possible re- 
sources to care for the chil- 
dren. 
The fire broke out shortly be- 
fore midnight in the dormi- 
tory building of a second- 
ary school in the southwest- 
ern border town of Mahdia, 
a gold and diamond min- 


ing community about 200 
miles (320 kilometers) south 
of the capital, George- 
town, the government said 


in a statement. 
Officials initially said 20 stu- 
dents were killed but later 
updated the toll to 19, 


with several others injured. 
National Security Adviser 
Gerald Gouveia said the 
figure was revised after 
doctors revived a very criti- 
cal patient that “everyone 
thought was dead.” 
“When firefighters arrived 
on the scene, the building 
was already completely 
engulfed in flames,” Guy- 
ana’s Fire Service said in a 
statement. 
“Our heartfelt sympathy 
goes out to the relatives 
and friends of those young 
souls.” 
The department said 14 
students died at the scene 
and five others at a local 
hospital. Officials said two 
children remain in critical 
condition and four have 
severe injuries. Six students 
were flown to Georgetown 


for treatment, while five 
others remain at a hospital 
in Mahdia, with another 10 
under observation. 
“Firefighters did manage 
to rescue some 20 students 
by breaking holes in the 
northeastern wall of the 
building,” the department 
said. “Our team is still on 
the ground investigating as 
we seek to provide clarity 
regarding how the fire start- 
ed and all other necessary 
information.” 
The school serves mostly In- 
digenous children aged 12 
through 18, Gouveia said. 
He said it was too early to 
speculate what might have 
caused the fire, adding 
that heavy thunderstorms 
in the area posed a chal- 
lenge to those responding 
by air.q

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Health Department issues warning for high temperatures 


ORANJESTAD – During the past few days, very 
high temperatures, extreme heat and strong 
sunlight was noted. For the following days, Aru- 
ba will continue experiencing this, which can 
be dangerous for our health. While it is not pos- 
sible to combat this natural phenomenon, we 
can take action to protect ourselves and others 
and prevent unwanted consequences present- 
ed by the extensive heat. 


According to the Health Department of Aruba, 
DVG, we are experiencing a heat wave which 
is having an effect on people and animals. On 
people it has an effect particularly on those 
suffering for chronic illness like diabetes, high 
blood pressure or asthma, but also those work- 
ing outside in work that is physically demanding. 
Other groups at risk are elderly people, babies, 
small children, overweight and obese people. 
The heat can cause dehydration, heat stroke, 
high blood pressure, headache, tiredness, diz- 
ziness, nausea, vomiting, muscle cramps and 
even a heart attack when a person remains in 
high temperatures for a long time. 


The Department of Public Health advices for 
the following days to drink plenty of water, at 
least two liters per day; use sun protection SPF 
30 or higher; wear sunglasses, cap or hat, light- 


colored clothing preferably made from linen 
or cotton, and avoid hot beverages and drinks 
containing caffeine or sugar during the hottest 
hours, which are between 11am to 2pm. 


Children, people with illness and the elderly are 
the most vulnerable to this heat. It is very impor- 
tant to check on them regularly and help them 
keep their bodies fresh in order to keep their 
temperature down, and hydrate them with 
enough liquids to prevent a possible heatstroke, 
which is a very delicate condition where the 
body stops sweating. The body temperature 
continues raising above 40 degrees Celsius and 


this affects the control center that regulates the 
body temperature in our brain. 


Symptoms of a heatstroke are: 
High body temperature in a short time; 
Dry and red face and neck; 
No longer sweating; 
Accelerated heartbeat; 
Headache; 
Confused state of mind and can faint; 
Can begin vomiting or having diarrhea. 


What to do in case of a heatstroke 
Find medical assistant right away by calling 911; 
Keep the person calm and in a shaded and 
cool area; 
Loosen the clothes on their body; 
Cool the body with a wet towel or cloth using 
cold or tap water; 
Place an icepack under the arms, on the neck, 
back, on the stomach and/or between the 
legs; 
If the person is conscious, let them drink luke- 
warm water. 


Please remember to protect yourself from the 
sun and the heat by staying out of the sun in the 
hottest hours of 11am-2pm, drink plenty of liq- 
uids and wear sun-protecting clothing and SPF! 


Alto Vista chapel and its link to Aruba’s origins 


According to Etnia Nativa, in the 
18th century most of the inhabit- 
ants of Aruba were indigenous who 
lived on the north coast, one of the 
largest communities lived in Alto 
Vista. 


As they were very religious, they 
had a chief with the name of An- 
tonio Silvester who guided them 
in the Christian life and it was he 
who decided to build a stone cha- 
pel with a roof of corn rods, which 
would serve as a place of prayer. 
In 1750 it was blessed by Father 
Algamesi who came from Coro- 
Venezuela and appointed Domin- 
go Antonio Silvester as the island’s 
first prosecutor in the name of the 
Spanish crown and Rome. In 1752 
the prosecution passed into the 
hands of Antonio Silvester’s son- 
in-law, Miguel Álvarez, who con- 


tinued to guide the parishioners in 
their prayers. 


According to the book, The His- 
tory of Alto Vista by R.H. Nooyen, 
it is not known when Domingo An- 
tonio Silvester came to Aruba from 
Venezuela. The elders believe An- 
tonio was a Spaniard. In 1780, fa- 
ther Joseph Antonio de la Vegal 
called Bernardino Silvester, one of 
Antonio’s sons with his wife Anna 
Cathalina Tromp, “neighbors and 
naturals of the island Aruba” and 
thus they became natives. 


At the end of the eighteen century 
many inhabitants the island died 
as a result of the black fever epi- 
demic and since people believed 
that the Alto Vista area was the 
most infected, they began to build 
their homes further south within the 


Noord area, so the town of Noord 
began to grow into a community 
till getting its own Church. However 
religious festivals continued to be 
celebrated at this sacred native 
place, with the custom of arriving 
in procession to Alto Vista. 


Two-hundred years after the beau- 
tiful time of Alto Vista, people can 
no longer see much of the town of 
Alto Vista from 1750. With a lot of 
work they found the old founda- 
tions of the Church of the Queen 
of the Holiest Rosary to build a 
new chapel on the same place. 
The entire surrounding area was 
empty and desolated, making it 
hard to imagine that Alto Vista 
was a town at all. A hundred years 
later, people can see the remains 
of around twenty houses, some 
made of stone and others of clay. 
Nowadays, only around six of these 
houses remain. 


South of the chapel in the yard 
two graves can be observed, 
there was the cemetery which fa- 
ther Pablo de Algemesi blessed. 
It is not certain, but it is believed 
that the two graves belong to An- 
tonio Silvester and Miguel Alvares, 
according to Nooyen. About 50 
meters near the chapel there are 
still the markings of an old house, 
where Antonio and Bernardino Sil- 
vester would have lived. About 200 


meters from the chapel there is a 
water tank which the locals call 
Tanki Cacique. In the past this tank 
was closed. But mostly water was 
brought out from the Poz di Noord, 
a well dug in the sand. 


The chapel can be viewed from 
basically any point in the north 
side, even from Paradera and 
Sero Plat. All the historical remains 
around the chapel provide us with 
an idea on how the old people of 
Alto Vista used to live. Don’t miss 
the opportunity to visit a place of 
historical significance with a win- 
dow to Aruba’s past.

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Meals On Wheels program in Aruba is celebrating 54 years 


ORANJESTAD – The Meals 
On Wheels program in Aru- 
ba, sponsored by the Aru- 
ba Methodist Circuit, has 
been going on for 54 years. 
They have served many 
people who are shut-ins, 
elderly, and families that 
are unable to provide food 
for their families. 


Doctors and social workers 
provide the names of peo- 
ple to be eligible for the 
program, to ensure that the 
people needing help are 
not already being helped 
by other organizations. Two 
hot meals are delivered 
weekly, on Tuesdays and 
Fridays, all freshly-cooked 
food, cooked for the day of 
delivery. Food is prepared 
in the John Wesley Audito- 
rium in San Nicolas, which is 
owned by the Aruba Meth- 
odist Circuit. 


To this date, the program 
serves 80 people and has a 
waiting list. 
They are in need of more 
funds and more workers to 
donate their time so that 
they can cover a larger 
area. They also would like 
to have another location in 
Oranjestad to prepare and 


deliver food. Of course, 
more money is needed to 
provide more service to 
people in need. 


The program takes dona- 
tions year round, but for the 
past two years, they have 
held Silent Auctions put on 
by the Aruba Methodist Cir- 


cuit to raise money for the 
program. The Aruba Meth- 
odist Foundation supports 
Meals on Wheels when they 
are low on funds and in this 
way they have survived 
through the pandemic and 
other challenges. 


Meals on Wheels had a van 
to make deliveries years 
ago, but it got so old that 
they started using the van 
from the church. That be- 
came a problem with age. 
This year, thanks to the two 
Silent Auctions and Food

2021

used minivan, something 
for which they feel blessed.

With many people’s 
money goals hampered 
by the dual headwinds of 
inflation and economic un- 
certainty, it’s easy to get 
discouraged if you haven’t 
made as much progress as 
you’d hoped. Financial ex- 
perts offer these five strate- 
gies for using the midyear 
point as a way to get back 
on track, or to embrace a 
slightly altered course. 


DEFINE AND REFINE WHAT 
YOU WANT 
Rebecca 
Eve 
Selkowe, 
New York City-based ac- 
credited financial coun- 
selor and owner of the 
financial counseling firm 
RebeccaEve.com, 
urges 
people to first define what 
they want their money to 
accomplish, noting that 
those goals can shift over 
time. That discussion can 
lead to unexpected dis- 
coveries, such as realizing 
what you actually want 
is not just to pay off debt 
but to work fewer hours or 
change jobs. 
“Just articulating the goal 
with that specificity can be 
enough to start looking at 
the numbers more deep- 
ly,” she says.

Selkowe says, it’s time to 
come up with a specific 
plan to achieve them. If 
you know you need a cer- 
tain down payment to buy 
the home you want, then 
you can create a bud- 
get and start setting aside 
money each month in a 
high-yield online savings 
account, for example.

he says, adding that clients 
can more easily watch the 
money saved grow over 
time and track progress.

In addition to the midyear 
check-in, Casey suggests 
making quarterly or even 
monthly check-ins for your- 
self. “We get overwhelmed 
thinking about the whole 
year, so create micro-time- 
lines instead,” he suggests. 
You could set a mini-goal 
for what you want to have 
saved by the end of the 
month or quarter, for exam- 
ple. Then, you can make 
adjustments to catch up to 
your bigger goal if you fall 
behind or find you have 
the flexibility to increase 
your savings rate. “You can 
even automate the sav- 
ings so it’s out of sight, out 
of mind,” he adds. 


FOLLOW UP WITH AN AC- 
COUNTABILITY BUDDY 
Sharing your goals with a 
friend, coach or financial 
professional who can help 
keep you on track can be 
a natural way to find some 
extra motivation, Rivera 
says. “It needs to be some- 
one you would feel a little 
uncomfortable with if you 
had to cancel or not give 
them an update,” she says. 
A partner can also serve as 
an accountability buddy, 
especially if you are work- 
ing on goals together.

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
Jason Bateman, Will Arnett 
and Sean Hayes get to- 
gether, they can instantly 
tell if something’s wrong: If 
insults don’t immediately 
fly, there’s a problem. 
“I think it is our love lan- 
guage,” says Arnett, the 
“Arrested 
Development 
star and voice of Batman 
in the “Lego Movie” fran- 
chise. “I’m kind of joking, 
but there’s a little truth to 
that. If we’re not making 
fun of you, we don’t love 
you.” 
Fans of the trio’s banter will 
get much more this week 
after a documentary film 
team captured them on 
tour taking their popular 
podcast 
“SmartLess” 
to 
stages in Boston, New York, 
Chicago, Los Angeles and 
more. 
The 
six-part 
docuseries 
“SmartLess: On the Road” 
offers a very intimate look 
at the three friends as they 
travel, hang out and pre- 
pare for the live shows. It 
premieres Tuesday on Max. 
“It was really just about 
living with one another,” 
says Bateman, star of “Ar- 
rested Development” and 
“Ozarks.” “And it’s a fairly 
cringey assumption for us 
to make that it would make 
for entertainment.” 
While their guests include 
Conan O’Brien, Will Ferrell, 
Matt Damon, Jimmy Kim- 


mel, Kevin Hart, Alexandria 
Ocasio-Cortez and David 
Letterman, the bulk of the 
series is a look at how Ar- 
nett, Bateman and Hayes 
manage to dunk on each 
other and yet maintain a 
sibling love. 
“The three of us are incred- 
ibly close. I would dare say 
we are best friends. And 
with that comes a deep 
knowledge of where the 
rails are. I think we all know 
if we ever really wanted to 
hurt each other, we know 
where to go. But that’s not 
really in our makeup,” says 
Bateman. 
Cameras capture the trio 
exercising together, visit- 
ing the Lincoln Memorial, 
exploring the connection 
between 
pooping 
and 
showering, whipping apple 
cores at each other and 


talking with their guests. Be- 
fore they go onstage, they 
pop Tylenol, Gas-X and 
candy. 
Directed by Sam Jones, the 
series is presented in black 
and white, with a upbeat 
piano soundtrack. The orig- 
inal idea was to have the 
live shows in color and the 
behind-the-scenes 
foot- 
age in black and white, but 
that was too jarring. The fi- 
nal result is, as Hayes puts 
it: “Classy for the classless 
clowns in it.” 
In the hotel gym in Boston, 
as Bateman steadily runs 
on a treadmill, Arnett uses 
his husky voice to offer nar- 
ration: “No one knows his 
secret, 
that 
underneath 
the artificial flesh and bone, 
he is machine. Nothing but 
machine.” Later, Bateman 
jokes on Arnett’s use of the 


sauna: “I’d like to sweat, 
but I don’t want to exert to 
cause it. Let me just sit in a 
hot room.” 
On the podcast “Smart- 
Less,” which premiered in 
July 2020, one of the hosts 
reveals the mystery guest 
to the other two and the 
guys kept that same format 
on tour. The podcast con- 
sistently ranks in the Top 5 
Comedy Shows and Top 10 
on overall shows on iTunes. 
The episodes show the trio 
wondering how much they 
should acknowledge the 
audience or what they 
need to do to make it visu- 
ally exciting. A rocky sec- 
ond show in Boston with 
a physicist as the guest 
teaches them that fans re- 
ally want A-list celebs. 
“I love the figuring it out in 
real time. I love the thrill of 
that, the fear of that,” says 
Hayes, the “Will & Grace” 
star who just earned his 
second Tony Award nomi- 
nation. “Each one of us all 
had a strong opinion at 
some point, and we’re all 
adult enough to listen to 
that. That was fun for me.” 
Final approval on their pod- 
cast goes to the special 
guest, but with the docu- 
mentary, they reserved the 
right for final cut. They said 
that made it more liberat- 
ing since they didn’t have 
to 
pre-censor 
anything 
they did.“We knew that ev- 
erything was safe to say be- 
cause ultimately we’d be 


able to see it assembled,” 
says Bateman. “So we were 
able to just be really free 
and see what would float 
to the top.” 
Getting used to the cam- 
eras even though they’re 
all showbusiness veterans 
took some time. “I didn’t 
think I’d ever be able to ac- 
cept them in the room, and 
I did. They kind of just went 
away,” says Hayes.q 
Fans will get very intimate 
with the men, including 
learning 
that 
Bateman 
wears a size 12 shoe and 
that they have a habit of 
making reservations under 
the false name, Mr. D Um- 
guy. But a conversation on 
the way to Chicago is quite 
revealing as they explore 
the roots of their insecurities 
and upbringings. 
Frequently, 
the 
friends 
spend time on food — or- 
dering room service, talk- 
ing about meals, worried 
about bloating and ripping 
on each others’ orders. Af- 
ter making one extensive 
room service order, Bate- 
man asks the kitchen: “You 
don’t have any chest pad- 
dles down there, do you?” 
“The jabbing is the love,” 
says Hayes. “’Till the day 
I die, I’ll consider Jason 
and Will my brothers. And 
if there’s even a word that 
means closer than that, 
that’s what I feel they are.”

He has been charged with 
burglary and four counts of 
first-degree murder. 
“The Idaho murders have 
captured imaginations all 
around the world and I’m 


as caught up in it as any- 
one else. Because all of 
this happened in such a 
small town, there are defi- 
nitely echoes of ‘In Cold 
Blood,’” Patterson said in a 
statement. He is one of the 
world’s most prolific and 
popular novelists, but also 
has worked on nonfiction 
books, with subjects rang- 
ing from Princess Diana to 
Jeffrey Epstein.

Carlos Alcaraz replaced 
Novak Djokovic at No. 1 in 
the ATP rankings on Mon- 
day, earning the top seed- 
ing at the French Open, 
and Daniil Medvedev’s Ital- 
ian Open title moved him 
up to No. 2 ahead of the 
year’s second Grand Slam 
tournament. 
Djokovic’s loss in the fourth 
round 
as 
the 
defend- 
ing champion in Rome 
dropped him to No. 3. That 
means he and Alcaraz 
could end up in the same 
half of the Roland Garros 
bracket and be set up for 
a potential semifinal show- 
down, depending on what 
happens in Thursday’s draw 
in Paris. 
The French Open, which 
begins 
on 
Sunday, 
will 
mark the first chance to be 
seeded No. 1 at a major 
tournament for Alcaraz, a 


Spaniard who turned 20 this 
month. He is 30-3 with four 
titles in 2023. 
Alcaraz ascended to the 
ATP’s top spot for the first 
time by winning the U.S. 
Open last September and, 
at 19, became the young- 
est man to finish a year 
there. But a leg injury kept 
him out of the Australian 
Open in January, when 
Djokovic won the title for his 
22nd at a Slam event, tying 
Rafael Nadal for the men’s 
record. 
Djokovic has spent more 
weeks at No. 1 than any- 
one man or woman in the 
history of the sport’s com- 
puterized rankings. 
Iga Swiatek, the defend- 
ing champion in Paris, re- 
mained at No. 1 in the WTA 
rankings, which she has 
led for more than a year, 
followed by No. 2 Aryna 
Sabalenka, the Australian 
Open champion. 


Swiatek stopped playing in 
the third set of her quarter- 
final in Rome against reign- 
ing Wimbledon champion 
Elena Rybakina because of 
a hurt right thigh. Swiatek 
said afterward the problem 
“shouldn’t be anything seri- 
ous.” 
Rybakina’s trophy at the 
Italian Open allowed her 
to jump two places to a 
career-best No. 4 on Mon- 
day. She is not higher than 
that because her title at 
the All England Club did 
not come with the benefit 
of any rankings boost after 
both the WTA and ATP with- 
held all points that would 
have been earned there 
last year to protest a ban 
on Russian and Belarusian 
players over the invasion of 
Ukraine. 
Jessica Pegula remained 
at No. 3 on Monday, with 
WTA Finals champion Car- 
oline Garcia at No. 5 and 


2022 French Open runner- 
up Coco Gauff at No. 6. 
Casper Ruud, last year’s 
runner-up to Rafael Nadal 
at the French Open and to 
Alcaraz at the U.S. Open, 
stayed at No. 4 in the ATP 
rankings, followed by Ste- 
fanos Tsitsipas at No. 5 and 
Holger Rune at a career- 
best No. 6. Rune eliminated 
Djokovic in Rome before 
losing to Medvedev in the 


final there on Sunday. 
That marked Medvedev’s 
20th career ATP title and 
first on clay courts. Nadal, 
who has 14 of his 22 major 
trophies at Roland Garros, 
announced last week he 
he would be sitting out the 
French Open with a linger- 
ing left hip flexor injury. He 
has never missed that tour- 
nament since making his 
debut there in 2005.

Carmelo Anthony, the star 
forward who led Syracuse 
to an NCAA champion- 
ship in his lone college sea- 
son and went on to spend 
19 years in the NBA, an- 
nounced his retirement on 
Monday. 
Anthony, who was not in 
the NBA this season, re- 
tires as the No. 9 scorer in 
league history. 
Only LeBron James, Ka- 


reem Abdul-Jabbar, Karl 
Malone, Kobe Bryant, Mi- 
chael Jordan, Dirk Nowitzki, 
Wilt Chamberlain and Sha- 
quille O’Neal scored more 
than Anthony — who fin- 
ishes his career with 28,289 
points. 
“Now the time has come 
for me to say good-bye ... 
to the game that gave me 
purpose and pride,” An- 
thony said in a videotaped 
message announcing his 
decision one he called 


“bittersweet.” 
Anthony’s legacy has long 
been secure: He ends his 
playing days after being 
selected as one of the 75 
greatest players in NBA his- 
tory, a 10-time All-Star, a 
past scoring champion and 
a six-time All-NBA selection. 
And while he never got 
to the NBA Finals he only 
played in the conference 
finals 
once, 
with 
Den- 
ver against the eventual 
champion Los Angeles Lak- 
ers in 2009 Anthony also 
knew what it was like to be 
a champion. 
He was the Most Outstand- 
ing Player of the 2003 Final 
Four when he led Syracuse 
to the national champion- 
ship, and he helped USA 
Basketball 
win 
Olympic 
gold three times — at Bei- 
jing in 2008, at London in 
2012 and at Rio de Janeiro 
in 2016. 
Anthony has played in 31 
games in four appear- 
ances at the Olympics, 
the most of any U.S. men’s 
player ever. Anthony’s 37 
points against Nigeria in 
the 2012 games is a USA 
Basketball men’s record 


at an Olympics, as are his 10 
3-pointers from that game 
and his 13-for-13 effort from 
the foul line against Argen- 
tina in 2008. 
“Carmelo Anthony is one 
of the NBA’s all-time great 
players and ambassadors,” 
NBA Commissioner Adam 
Silver said. “We congratu- 
late him on a remarkable 
19-year career and look 
forward to seeing him in the 
Hall of Fame.” 
Anthony will remain part 
of international basketball 
for at least a few more 
months; Anthony is one of 
the ambassadors to the 
Basketball World Cup, FI- 
BA’s biggest event, which 
will be held this summer in 
the Philippines, Japan and 
Indonesia.q 
“I remember the days when 
I had nothing, just a ball on 
the court and a dream of 
something more,” Anthony 
said. “But basketball was 
my outlet. My purpose was 
strong, my communities, 
the cities I represented with 
pride and the fans that sup- 
ported me along the way. 
I am forever grateful for 
those people and places 


because they made me 
Carmelo Anthony.” 
Anthony was drafted No. 3 
overall by Denver in 2003, 
part of the star-studded 
class that included James 
at No. 1, Hall of Famer Chris 
Bosh at No. 4, and soon-to- 
be Hall of Famer Dwyane 
Wade -- he gets officially 
enshrined this summer — at 
No. 5. 
Anthony will join them at 
the Hall of Fame before 
long. He averaged 22.5 
points in his 19 seasons, 
spending the bulk of those 
years with Denver and the 
New York Knicks. Anthony 
has long raved about his 
time with the Knicks, and 
what it was like playing at 
Madison Square Garden, 
especially as a kid who was 
born in Brooklyn. 
“The 
Garden,” 
Anthony 
said in 2014. “They call it 
The Mecca for a reason.” 
Anthony also played for 
Portland, Oklahoma City, 
Houston and ended his 
career with the Lakers last 
season. He went unsigned 
this year, and now his retire- 
ment is official.

Alcaraz jumps Djokovic, returns to No. 1 in ATP rankings

EAGAN, Minn. (AP) — NFL 
owners approved a rule 
change Monday that al- 
lows teams to play an 
emergency 
quarterback 
from the inactive list if the 
first two are injured during 
a game, a decision that 
stems from San Francisco’s 
depth-chart challenge in 
the 
NFC 
championship 
game. The bylaw was ini- 
tially proposed by the De- 
troit Lions. The third quar- 
terback 
designation 
will 
not count against the limit 
of active players either 47 
or 48 that is determined 90 
minutes before kickoff. 
The emergency activation 
can only occur after injury 
or disqualification, not for a 
performance-related 
de- 
cision or other conduct. If 
either of the first two quar- 
terbacks are cleared by 


the team’s medical staff 
to return to play, the third 
must be removed from the 
game and can only return 
as a quarterback if an injury 
scenario arises again. 
If a team puts three quar- 
terbacks on the active list 


for a game, it can’t use the 
emergency option. Game- 
day practice squad eleva- 
tions are not eligible, either. 
The 49ers had running back 
Christian McCaffery warm- 
ing up his arm in the NFC 
championship game in Phil- 


adelphia, after Brock Purdy 
injured his elbow and Josh 
Johnson suffered a con- 
cussion. Purdy was forced 
back into the game but un- 
able to throw the ball more 
than 10 yards as the 49ers 
scrapped their game plan 
for a run-heavy attack in 
their 31-7 loss to the Eagles 
on Jan. 29. 
The 49ers had already lost 
their top two quarterbacks 
Trey Lance in Week 2 and 
Jimmy Garoppolo in Week 
13 to season-ending inju- 
ries. 
League owners convened 
in Minnesota on Monday 
for their spring meetings, 
with the pending sale of the 
Washington Commanders 
from Dan Snyder’s family to 
Josh Harris’ group remain- 
ing a prominent if not press- 
ing issue. No vote on the 
record $6.05 billion transac- 
tion will occur this week.

NFL approves emergency 3rd QB after 49ers’ injury woes in NFC 
title game

NEW YORK (AP) — The In- 
diana Fever are just focus- 
ing on this season and not 
dwelling on the past. 
Indiana (0-2) lost its 20th 
consecutive game dating 
to last year with Sunday’s 
90-73 loss to New York. That 
tied the Tulsa Shock for the 
longest losing skid in WNBA 
history. Indiana also owns 
the 
third-longest 
losing 
streak 
“We poured our mess out 
in our first team meeting,” 
Indiana 
first-year 
head 
coach Christie Sides said. 
“We’re not talking about 
last year. We’ve got to 
figure out how to find that 
win.” Indiana hopes that 
victory comes next Sunday 
in its next game when the 
Fever visit Atlanta. 
“(We’re) 
0-2. 
That’s 
all 
that matters,” Fever guard 
Kelsey 
Mitchell 
said. 
“I 
can’t help what history 
says. (Stinks) to be a part of 
it. I feel we are in transition 
and changing and I do my 
best to lean on that.” 
Mitchell was part of the 


team last season that lost its 
final 18 games. She already 
feels a shift in the organiza- 
tion. 
“Culture has been big for 
our program and organiza- 
tion,” she said. “I think from 
an 
internal 
standpoint, 
we’ve changed in such a 
positive way.” 


With nine first- and second- 
year players on the roster, 
including No. 1 pick Aliyah 
Boston, the Fever are ex- 
cited for the future. Boston, 
who had a tremendous 
amount of success in col- 
lege playing for Dawn Stal- 
ey at South Carolina, had 
15 points in Sunday’s loss. 


“I’d say there is nothing 
but positivity around here 
right now,” said Fever sec- 
ond-year forward NaLyssa 
Smith, who had 16 points 
and 12 rebounds Sunday. 
“Everyone is excited for our 
future.” 
While the team knows the 
future is bright, Sides wasn’t 


happy with the present. 
Indiana got off to another 
slow start for a third straight 
game. 
The Fever trailed New York 
by 22 after one quarter. 
That came after Indiana 
was down by nine at the 
end of the first quarter 
against Connecticut in the 
opener Friday. Indiana also 
struggled in a preseason 
game against Dallas, get- 
ting off to a slow start as 
well. 
“This is our third straight start 
where we got off to a bad 
start in the first quarter,” 
Sides said. “We can’t keep 
digging ourselves a hole in 
the first quarter.” 
Sides also wasn’t happy 
with the defensive effort of 
her team. 
“If you can’t play defense 
you can’t play for the Fe- 
ver,” she said. “At this point, 
we’ve got to establish our 
defense at the defensive 
end of the court. That’s 
what we’re going to do 
and there’s going to be 
five people that are gonna 
play in the game that can 
do that.”q
